SubjectRestructuring of National Building Organisation of 
the Ministry of Urban Development. 

No. O-17024'/'50/90.—National Buildings Organisation 
(NBO) was established by the Government of India in 1954 
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attached office under the control of the Ministry of 
Urban Development for technology transfer and experimenta¬ 
tion ahd dissemination of housing statistics. The Govern¬ 
ment has been examining the need for restructuring the orga¬ 
nisation in the context of the long term policy of technology 
transfer within the framework of National Housing Policy 
and the increased need of the Information System for Hous¬ 
ing Policy. It has been found that within the present depart¬ 
mental setup and its inherent limitations in accessing varied 
expertise and entrepreneurs in the field, NBO has not been 
able to address effectively the whole range of activities now 
needed for effective transfer of innovative technology from 
the demonstration stage to the culminating stage of household 
use and commercial application. It is felt that the function, 
of NBO In the technology side needs to be transferred to a 
more flexible and autonomous institution, while NBO’s socio¬ 
economic and statistical functions need to be emphasised and 
expanded. 

2. Having regard to the current requirements under 
National Housing Policy to strengthen the management infor¬ 
mation system and various other related Socio-economic and 
statistical functions connected with housing and 
building activities, and also to ensure more effective and sys¬ 
tematic technology transfer at all levels involving large scale 
dissemination, use and commercial application of low cost 
and Innovative technology, the President, in supersession of 
all previous orders/instructions, is pleased to order restructur¬ 
ing of the National Building Organisation under the Ministry 
of Urban Development as under:— 

(i) The restructured NBO will continue to function as 
an attached office under the Ministry of Urban 
Development and the Director/Deputy Secretary 
incharge of Housing in the Min. of Urban 
Development will function as the ex-officio Director 
of the organisation and will exercise all statutory 
and financial powers of Head of Department, 

(ii) The technical functions relating to Building 
Materials/Building Designs etc. will henceforth be 
carried out by the institutions under the Ministry 
devised for technology transfer and application. 

(iii) The major functions of the NBO In Its restructured 
form will (be : 

fa) Study and survey of socio-economic aspects of 
housing, collection, collation, coordination, 
analysis and dissemination of building and hous¬ 
ing statistics, organisation and setting up of a 
Management Information System to monitor 
implementation of National Housing Policy. 

(b) Organisation and coordination of activities 
relating to housing census and sample surveys 
on housing condition, 

fc) Maintaining linkages with Central and Stale 
and local agencies, financial institutions and all 
statistical agencies in order to collate, store, 
retrieve and disseminate information on shelter 
indicators and housing schemes on a conti¬ 
nuous basis and to network with UN and 
other international agencies on exchange of 
information relating to shelter and will also 
function as the UN Regional Centre tor 
PSCAP. 


(d) Statistical and socio-economic functions con¬ 
nected with housing and urban development 
and proper upkeep of data through computeris¬ 
ed data bank- 

te) Editing, production, distribution of films, slide 
presentation, exchange and supply of publica¬ 
tions including technical pamphlets relating 
to housing .and urban development activities, 
also collection and documentation of technical 
literature, etc. 

3. The i c&tructured NBO will have various functional 
div’slons performing the jobs as shown below :— 

(i) Socio-Economic Division 

This division will be headed by a Joint Director and 
will be responsible for performing the following func¬ 
tions 

(a) Studies and survey of socio-economic aspects of 
housing collection, collation, coordination, analysis 
and dissemination of building and housing statistics 
and also organising and setting up of a country 
wide network for this purpose, 

(b) Organisation and coordination of activities relating 
to housing census in collaboration with Registrar 
General of India and other concerned organisa- 
lions 

(fi) MIS and Data Bank Division 

This Division will bo responsible for performing the 
statistical functions concerning housing and urban develop¬ 
ment activities including establishment of a Three-Tier 
System, maintenance of data regarding implementation of 
social housing schemes, data collection, analysis and dissemi¬ 
nation of information regarding housing through computeris¬ 
ed Data Bank, bringing out publications, distribution, 
exchange and supply of publications, preparation of audio- 
visual materials and their dissemination through shows, 
lectures etc. This Division will be headed by a Joint 
Director, MIS- 

(ili) Administrative Unit 

This unit will perform all administrative and house keep¬ 
ing jobs relating to NBO. This Unit will report to ex- 
officio Director, NBO. The Hindi Cell will also come 
under this Unit, 

4, Consequent to the above decisions, the final sanctioned 
strength of the restructured NBO in the three functional 
divisions and servicing units after redeployment of staff will 
be 70 posts as indicated in the Annexure to this notification. 
Separate orders will be issued regarding creation, abolition 
and adjustment of posts as well as redeployment of officers 
and stall in existing posts arising out of the above decisions. 
The consequential redeployment of staff will be carried 
out within a period of six months, subject to further 
examination with Government approval. 

Till the redeployment is completed the existing staff will 
continue to officiate in their current positions.
